By  three  o’clock  la  the  afternoon  tboee 
Invited  began  to  a— otnble.  About  fifty 
ladles  and  children  congregated  at  the 
terminus  of  the  route.  When  the  time 
came  for  the  home-cars  to  make  their 
appearance  there  was  eager  expectation. 
When  they  did  come,  such  a  time !  The 
ladies  just  felt  like  hurrahing,  but  did 
not.  There  were  three  can*-  the  large 
car  drawn  by  six  homes,  handled  most 
beautifully  by  Mr.  Waller,  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  road.
